8:47 o'clock M onday night. 
His end 
cam e as his weeping fam ily sat around 
his bed a t the W hitehall. 
For hours 
they had expected death 
at any in 
stant. 
Mr. Johnson’s last conscious 
words w ere said a t 2:30 o’clock Mon 
day m orning. 
“Oh, I feel so good.” he m urm ured, 
his lips ju st tracing the words. 
“I 
had such 
pleasant dream s. 
E very­ 
thing is all right. 
I feel so happy.” 
Mr. Johnson lay In the borderland 
betw een life and death for twenty- 
four hours before death won him. The 
com a which preceded death was the 
sign that cirrJiosiS of the liver and 
B right’s disease had run their course. 
Mrs. Johnson, his two' children, Mrs. 
Elizabeth M ariani and Loftin Johnson 
and Mrs. Loftin, Johnson w ere a t the 
bedside when Mr. Johnson’s breathing 
stopped. 
Tom L. Johnson was born in Scott 
county, K entucky., in July, 1854. His 
parents nam ed him Thom as Loftin, 
but nobody ever called him anything 
hut Tom L. 
He was big and breezy 
and Tom L. fitted him much better 
than the m ore dignified appellation. 
W hen he was a sm all boy his parents 
moved 
to 
Staunton, 
Virginia, 
and 
there he formed the first monopoly of 
his career. 
In those days there was 
only one mail a day to Staunton and 
young Johnson secured the privilege 
of handling all the new spapers' and 
periodicals that cam e to town. He got 
15 cents for the daily papers and 25 
cents for illustrated publications and 
cleared $88 in a very short tim e on 
tha t speculation. 
It was the first big 
money he had ever handled and it 
gaye him his sta rt in life. 
W ith that 
capital 
he 
w ent to Louisville and 
w ent to work for the stree t railroad 
company. 
Then he moved to Indi­ 
anapolis, got an interest in the old 
stree t railroad com pany there and in 
a year or two becam e its m anager. 
Before he was 22 years old he owned 
a controling in terest in the stock of 
the com pany and was w orth half a 
million. 
Next he tried Cleveland, bought an 
Interest in a one-horse stree t railroad 
line in the outskirts of the city, m ade 
m oney out of It. consolidated it with 
another line and w ithin a year was 
the 
m aster 
of 
the 
trunk 
system . 
H is fortune grew rapidly. 
He acquir­ 
ed iron foundries and street car lines 
In other cities and w ent In for politics. 
In 1888 as a free trad er and single 
taxer, he ran for congress in the Cleve­ 
land district and was defeated. 
He 
tried it again in 1890 and was elected 
easily. 
Two years later he was re­ 
elected by the surprising plurality of 
3,200 in a republican district. 
He was 
first elected m ayor of Cleveland in 
19 01 and served four successive term s, 
retiring on January 1, this year, after 
his defeat In the three-cent fare cam ­ 
paign. 
It was his am bition to become pre­ 
sident of the U nited S tates and he was 
menti< 
1 several tim es as a possible 
candidate of~~the D em ocratic party. 
In 1903 he was nom inated by the Ohio 
D em ocrats for governor but he was 
decisively beaten.
